NOT A GROUP OF BALKAN STATES 

The trouble with the whole situation in

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THE BUSINESS TREND 

Canadian business was remarkably well 
maintained during November in the face of the 
severe contradiction which continued in the 
United States. Two of the Canadian indices were 
practically unchanged though the other—Em- 
ployment in Manufactures—declined appreci- 
ably. Each of the three indices, however, was 
substantially higher than in November, 1936. In 
contrast, all of the American indices fell abruptly 
from October to November and, except for Em- 
ployment in Manufactures, were much below 
the levels of the corresponding month the year 
before. 

In the United States the indices of Industrial 
Production and Manufacturing Employment un- 
derwent further marked declines from October 
to November. Recessions were most pronounced 
in the heavy industries, and in the textile and 
animal products groups. Revenue Carloadings 
also showed a substantial decline. 

In Canada, Industrial Production and Car- 
loadings were practically unchanged from the 
previous month. The corrected Index of Employ- 
ment, however, fell by 112% reflecting reduced 
activity in the lumber, pulp and paper and iron 
and steel industries. 


TEXTILES TO FIGHT 


Few persons in Canada, outside of the textile 
manufacturing towns, will lose any sleep over 
the tariff worries of the textile industry. They 
have no occasion to be disturbed and less reason 
to feel any concern for the fate of the industry, 
It is thoroghly uneconomic in Canada. 

Apparently the textile industry believes it 
made sacrifices in the Ottawa agreements of 
1932. If so they were not of such dimensions as 
to be observable to the general public. Nor has 
the consumer observed any appreciable benefits 
in the way of price reductions. 


The industry claims that any textile tariff re- 
ductions made in the proposed new treaty will 
apply to 22 other countries. That, of course, is a 
reference to the most-favored-nation clause 
which is included in all the new treaties effected 
by Mr. Hull. It is one of the major factors mak- 
ing those treaties effective in removing the 
tariff barriers which nearly strangled the world. 
Throughout the operation of that clause there is 
a general world-wide lowering of tariffs. 


But the tariff against British textiles is still 
high, far too high. The imperial preference tariff 
reductions do not apply to other nations. Con- 
sequently Canada can effect a lowering of the 
rate against U.S. textiles, which will apply to 
other countries as well, and at the same time 
lower to a still greater extent the rate against 
British textiles. That is to say, because of 
proximity to U.S. will gain more advantage from 
a minor lowering of rates than will other more 
distant foreign countries who come under the 
most-favored-nation clause, and by a larger 
empire preference Britain will keep its present 
advantage. In short, a general all round lower- 
ing of the textile tariffs will not alter the source 
of imports, or the terms of foreign competition 
in Canada, but should give the Canadian con- 
sumers the benefits of lower prices and the Can- 
adian exporter the benefits of larger markets 
abroad. 

But so far as the Canadian textile industry is 
concerned, the West certainly would be well sat- 
isfied to see the tariff removed entirely so far as 
British goods are concerned.—Saskatoon Star- 
Phoenix. 


THE LIBERAL VIEW-POINT 
By Dorothy Thompson 
in The Ladies’ Home Journal 

If Liberalism has its roots in respect for per- 
sonality, if it considers the means to be as im- 
portant as the ends, and if its object is to release 
the greatest potential of human energy for good, 
what will be the attitude of the Liberal toward 
Government—and toward Capital and Labor? 

The Liberal is not a follower of cut-and-dried 
formulas. Since his essential interest is in human 
freedom, and the development and expansion of 
the human personality, socially ‘and individually, 
and since this interest is founded upon faith in 
human beings, the Liberal is naturally cautious 
about all rigid restrictions. The Liberal regards 
the right to be let alone—to quote Mr. Justice 
Brandeis—as “the most comprehensive of human 
rights and the one most cherished by civilized 
men.” 

When the Liberal envisages an ideal society, 
he thinks of it as the one which is, to the greatest 
extent, self-regulatory. He would like a society 
governed by the golden rule, in which the indi- 
vidual thought of himself as a responsible and 
generous member of the group, and the whole 
group was sensitive to the needs and peculiarities 
of each of its members. But the Liberal is not 
Utopian. He is often less likely to be so than the 
extreme Conservative or the extreme Radical. 

Radicals and Conservatives are not at all un- 
like, tempermentally. They want order, organiza- 
tion, efficiency, perfection. The Conservative or 
Reactionary thinks these can be best obtained by 
putting and keeping the power in the hands of a 
small class. He is afraid that an extension of 
democracy will destroy form and tradition, which 
he believes are essential to holding any society 
together. The Radical is so obsessed by the obvi- 
ous faults of society that he wants to pull every- 
thing up by the roots and start all over again, and 
build a perfect society according to a blueprint. 
It is interesting that when the extreme Radicals 
triumph—in a revolution, for instance, as in 
Russia—they immediately become rigidly con- 
servative, and punish all deviation rigorously. 
The worst fundamentalists in the world today 
are the Russian communists. 

But the Liberal does not think of society as a 
mechanism, a hierarchy, an organization or a 
system. He thinks of it as a living organism, in 
which change is @ matter of growth. He doesn't 
want to see it congealed in a pattern set by ita 
ancestors, nor does he want to throw overboard 
all tradition and human experience. He is not 
prejudiced against anything merely because it 
is new, but neither is he prejudiced against some- 
thing merely because it is old. He knows that at 
some time everything now old was new, and that 
it represented then, perhaps, progress. And if it 
has survived for a considerable time, he is sure 
that it must contain a strong element of truth, 
Therefore he tries always to make an integration, 
between what hes been and what is becoming: 

The essential mark of the Liberal is that he 
is against arbitrariness. He insists that every 
innovation justify itself in the light of reason, He 
is not at all impressed by size or numbers, He 
believes that an action, to be right, must be able 
to convince reasonable men, and not appeal! for

The gall bladder is a small sac attached to 
the liver which acts as a receiver for bile which 
slowly flows into it from a tube connected with 
the liver. The gall bladder concentrates the bile 
and later feeds it into the small intestines. Some- 
times the bile duct from the gall bladder to the 
small intestine becomes stopped up because a 
stone has attempted to escape from the gall 
bladder and has been unable to make its way 
through the narrow tube. When this happens, 
the bile is unable to escape normally. 

The presence of a stone or stones within the 
gall bladder itself may cause considerable 
trouble, in the way of producing inflammation 
of the organ. When the gall bladder is not func- 
tioning properly because of gall stones or in- 
flammation, the health of the patient may be 
seriously menaced. Under such circumstances a 
surgeon may recommend an operation. Because 
the gall bladder has become a veritable pool of 
poison, its removel may result in the patient 
returning to good health, and the operation is 
therefore a success. 

Curiously enough, the gall bladder is not 
absolutely essential to life and the patient gets 
along weil after its removal. Gall bladder opera- 
tions, calling for the removal of gall stones or for 
the removal of the organ itself are most likely 
to meet with the greatest succeas in those cases 
where stones have actually formed. 

In my opinion, the larger stones require 
surgery, as it is hopeless to expect that they will 
succeed in passing out of the gall bladder of their 
own accord. The small stones may often be 
caused to pass spontaneously. Many surgeons 
recommend a period of “watchful waiting” when 
the patient is getting along reasonably well and 
when the stones are still quite small: As one 
surgeon expressed it, it was his policy in such a 
situation “to let sleeping dogs lie.” 

When the stone is large and producing mark- 
ed symptoms, it is well to remember that surg- 
ery will probably be the only way out. I have 
presented both sides of the problem so that those 
of you who have been advised to have gall stones 
removed through operation will understand why 
the surgeon arrived at this decision, when per- 
haps some other patient whom you know has not 
been advised to submit to an operation. 

In the case of the small stones, the patient 
may be helped in many instances through going 
on a fast and through using the grape fruit and 
olive oil emulsion. The emulsion will stimulate 
the flow of bile and will bring about a situation 
favorable to the expulsion of the small stone or 
stones. I suggest that the fast be continued for at 
least five days and during this period it is 
especially important that at least one enema be 
taken daily. 

If there is any soreness over the region of the 
gall bladder or the upper right hand side, hot 
applications will usually provide relief. If after 
the most careful fasting and dieting regimen, the 
stones still remain in the gall bladder, there is 
still time to consider an operation providing the 
stones were small to begin with. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Rosalie V. asks: “What is the 
best way to fry meat?” 

ANSWER: I suggest that instead of frying 
meat, you broil, boil or roast it. If you wish to 
obtain the effect of frying, use a heavy skillet 
and without adding any grease, place your steak 
in the hot skillet for an instant, and then turn 
immediately, repeating this several times during 
the first few minutes. When the meat is well 
seared on both sides, turn down the fire and 
allow the meat to simmer until cooked as desired. 
You will find that the addition of the canned 
mushroom sauce, which is added last thing be- 
fore the meat is served, will provide you with a 
pleasing change in flavor. 

QUESTION: Herman K. states: “When I take 
very much liquid with the dinner meal or drink 
and extra glass of water before bedtime, I am 
bothered with my kidneys working too fre- 
quently and am forced to get up during the night- 
When I omit the fluid, this does not occur. Do 
you think I would injure my health if I stay 
away from liquid after 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon? So many health authorities say it is im- 
portant to drink plenty of water that I am 
puzzled?” 

ANSWER: If the taking of liquid during the 
evening causes an interruption of sleep, then it 
would be permissible to do most of your water 
drinking early in the day, avoiding any extra 
fluid after 5 on 6 o'clock. I do not particularly 
advise the use of much liquid with the dinner 
meal as it encourages the tendency to wash the 
food down with the beverage being taken. Also, 
the extra liquid will tend to dilute the digestive 
juices of the stomach. The necessity of arising 
during the night may be due to any one of 
several causes such as: A too abundant intake of 
liquid during the evening, kidney disorders, 
bladder inflammation, and, in men, prostatic 
disorders.

Although costing the nation £14,000 
($70,000), the purchase was hailed 
at first as a master-stroke, for, ex- 
clusive critics have long contended 


there are less than a dozen genuine 
works by the master in existence. 


CONTROVERSY 

Controversy developed following 
a statement by Dr. G. M. Richter, 
regarded as one of ihe greatest au- 
thorities on Giorgione, that the 
four pictures are actually the work 
of Andrea Previtali, a minor 
master. An authentic Previtali can 
be bought today for about £200. 

On the other hand, Sir Kenneth 
Clark, director of the National 
Gallery, supported by the trus- 
tees, declared no hand but Gior- 
gione’s could have painted the 
panels. 

“Any attribution to Giorgione is 


always open to question,” Sir Ken- | 
neth said. “There are perhaps only! 


two of his works that can be as- 
cribed to him without question. 
These, with another 12 or so ‘doubt- 
ful’ specimens, form a kind of a 
nucleus of his work, and in my 


opinion the panels in the National | 


Gallery can be added to that num- 
ber. There is considerable evidence 
that they are actually from his own 
hand.”
